OTTAWA, March 9.— (CP) — 
Barbara Ann Scott, world, Olym- 
pic and European figure skating 
champion, surged into her home 
town today on a tidal wave of 
wild enthusiasm, 

Politicians, school children, 
civil servants and businessmen 
alike dropped everything in one 
mad, concerted effort to make the 
blue-eyed skater’s homecoming 
the most impressive accorded 
anyone by this flag-draped cap- 
ital. 

They jammed the mile-long par- 
ade route and long before the ar- 
rival made movement in the vi- 
cinity of the union station prac- 
tically impossible. 


The private car carrying the 
19-year-old sweetheart rolled in 
on schedule at 12:40 pm, 

Hours before her arrival, the 
crowds gathered. There was a gay 
and festive air as school children, 
given a special reprieve from les- 
sons, trooped into the area and 
stomped their feet in time to the 
martial music, 

“My, it’s good to be back in 
Ottawa,” Barbara Ann exclaimed 
as she hugged first Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King.and then 
Mayor Stanley Lewis. 

A huge bunch of roses were 
the first gift, as Mrs. Lewis 
stepped forward to make the 
presentation. Mayor Lewis pre- 


sented the skater with a key to 
the city and an illuminated scroll. 

A moment later the prime min- 
ister was the forgotten man as 
Barbara.Ann was swept away by 
the crowd, leaving Mr. King far 
behind with Mrs. Scott.

Arctic Planes

in RCAF's winter experiments in 
the north gradually are “filtering” 
back to main base at Edmonton.

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All the current talk about protecting 
Canadians from Communism is utterly 
ridiculous because there is no more danger 
of a majority of Canadians becoming Com- 
munists than there is of them turning into 
Brahmins or sea urchins or anything else 
equally absurd. 

Defence Minister Brooke Claxton, who 
is otherwise sound, sane and highly intelli- 
gent, brought up the subject on Saturday 
night when he told the people of South 
Porcupine, Ontario, that the banning of 
Communism is unwise because it only 
drives its proponents underground and 
that facts alone can halt the menace. 

Mr. Claxton is wrong in laying too much 
emphasis on the dangers of domestic Com- 
munism. He is equally wrong in saying 
that Communism should not be banned. 

Communism should be banned in the 
same way that murder is banned, not that 
many people will commit murder, but be- 
eause a murderer is a rebel against society. 
And no matter how few are constitutionally 
rebels, it is a good thing to have it on the 
record that rebellion, homicidal or com- 
munistic, is against the rules. 

To assume that there is the slightest 
possibility Canada could go Communist is 
an insult to the intelligence of every Cana- 


Communism is a Nuisance 


dian in the same way that it would be 
an insult to assume that every Canadian 
could be transformed into a killer over- 
night. 

Communism is a manner of thought. 
It is an inherent slant on lifa Normal 
Canadians would never be Communists 
because it is not in thei: natures to think 
that way or act that way. No people who 
are basically devoted to individual freedom 
could embrace Communism because Com- 
munism forbids individual freedom. 

The malcontents and the pathologically 
greedy may play with the idea. The Soviet 
spy ring trials proved that. But Canadians, 
as a nation, are not going to throw away, 
for the sake of a political mirage, that 
liberty which they have prized for genera- 
tions above every other social privilege. 

It does not do to be complacent about 
domestic Communism, of course. Com- 
munism is a threat. But it is more of a 
nuisance than a political reality. It may 
cause unrest. It cannot cause upheaval. 

Nothing would offer greater encourage- 
ment to the borderline few who favor 
Communism than to show them, by hys- 
terical demonstrations, that the majority 
of Canadians are afraid of their puny 
efforts. 


An Investment In Boys 


Since there is nothing in the line of 
salvage quite so important as the reclama- 
tion of human beings, the new training 
school for incorrigible boys to be built by 
the provincial government at a cost of 
.$50,000 near Oliver claims public interest. 

The juvenile delinquency situation, 
which reaches its apex in so-called “in- 
corrigibility,” is the most pressing and 
perplexing social problem of this age. The 
incorrigible boy, unless scientific means

to crime on his own account, but is a con- 
stant source of infection for other boys. 
The new institution near Oliver will 
not merely offer custodial treatment for 


such boys. By psychiatric means it will 
attempt to cure them. 

The value of such work is not measured 
in compassionate terms alone. From a 
purely economic standpoint, the reclama- 
tion of boys is sound business. 

It is estimated that the average 
normally industrious man is worth some 
$60,000 to the state in a productive way. 
If he is non-productive, a criminal or in- 
corrigible, he may cost the state up to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in his 
depredations. 

To change boys from social and eco- 
nomic liabilities into social and economic 
assets is an enterprise that comes very 
cheap at $50,000.

Used Car Lots 
Back to Normal 


it is probably as good a time 
as any to bring you up to date 
on the used car situation and to 
report the pleasant news that 
there are some occasional signs 
of a return to pre-war condi- 
tions. 

As many of you will fecall 
from those patty-cake days be- 
fore 1935, it was a risky busi- 
ness to stroll past a used car lot 
and glance, however casually, at 
any of the merchandise 

There would be a blur of light 
and you would find yourself re- 
moved bodily from the sidewalk 
and placed beside a Moon or 
Gray-Dort. The blur of light 
would turn out to be the used 
car lot salesman, frequently a 
flat-footed fellow named Al, who 
would stand one yellow, pointed 
shoe on the running board and 
plead with you to take the car 
away for the week-end. 

This practice ceased altogether 
during the war years and as late 
as the summer of 1946, when, in 
a moment of madness, I pur- 
chased a 1931 Auburn, the used 
car salesmen were still pretty 
much under wraps. 

In that year, if you were fool 
enough, or desperate enough, to 
search for a second-hand auto- 
mobile the salesman treated you 
like a distant cousin suspected 
of leprosy, demanded a satchel 
of cold cash and just generally 
adopted a take-it-or-leave it atti- 
tude. 

Sometimes, if you were bold 
enough to suggest running the 
car around the block to see if 
the wheels turned on the axle, 
the salesman would laugh 
harshly and return to his west- 
ern Stories. 

Something of the same kind 
of reluctant salesmanship was 
going on in all lines, of course, 
and nobody could deny the used 
car salesman his moment of in- 
dependence. We all have to have 
our moments. 

Now, having made the rounds 
in pursuit of a light convertible, 
I cam report that the used car 
salesmen have begun to thaw 
out from their long hibernation. 
It would not surprise me if they 
were their old selves before the 
next snow flies 


Old and New 


It is probably not news to you 
that the physical appearance of 
the used car lot has changed 
quite a good deal from those old 
times. In order to locate a used 
car now you must first locate a 
lot on which repose a solid line 
of brand new automobiles or, as 
they are quaintly called in the 
trade, “the new used cars.” 

Somewhere in behind this fort- 
ress of chromium and gleaming 
Duco are the cars you and I are 
looking for or “the used used 
cars.” 

These look pretty much the 
same as they ever did, Indeed, 
some of them, in the more ag- 
gressive establishments, have the 
price soaped on the windshield in 
bold figures, just as they had 
them before. Under the price, 
written down by the man who 
etches The Lord's Prayer on the 


head of a pin, i ‘the word 
“Down.” 

Since the “new used cars” seem 
to be selling for around a thou 
sand dollars more than the true 
price, the salesman may be for- 
given for being less interested in 
selling the “used used care” 
which are selling for only five or 
six hundred dollars more than 
you ever dreamed. 

Still, several of the salesmen I 

encountered in my own unsuc- 
cessful search were able to work 
up a reasonable imitation of their 
old familiar ways. 
* One fellow, showing me a Ford 
with a rakish tilt to starboard, 
was very nearly enthusiastie 
when he declared, “You see? 
Brand new seat covers!” As we 
peered in the next exhibit, a 
weary Chevrolet, he exclaimed, 
“You see? Original upholstery!” 
This is the kind of thing that hae 
endeared the used car salesman 
to millions. 

Personally, I was glad to see 
the return to the old, free-hand 
style of selling and when one 
salesman ‘assured me that a 
rickety Dodge had been saving 
itself for me, “up on blocks all 
through the war,” I simply look- 
ed at him with my big, innocent 
eyes 


Two Levels 

Present relations with used 
cars salesmen become really 
strained only if you have a car 
to “trade in.” There are large, 
hearty signs on the lots saying, 
“Trades Cheerfully Accepted,” 
but the actual negotiations intro- 
duce a note of unreality. 

The used car salesman has 
come to accept the fact philo- 
sophically that he is going to 
sell his automobile at a 1948 price 
that is ludicruously inflated, yet 
all his basic instincts and experi- 
ence cry out against looking at 
your car in anything but purely 


* 1939 terms. 


There you stand, both of you, 
with decrepit old wrecks, well 
aware that both prices are non- 
sense, but that yet, somehow,-~ 
you are standing on two planes 
in the great sweep of time. It 
was only because I had my wife 
along with me that I was saved 
from offering my own battered 
jalopy and a fistful of currency 
for a relic that must have fright- 
ened its share of horses. 

Actually, all that I looked at 
with any real hope were the 
cars now glibly Leown to the 
salesmen as “mechanic's spec- 
jals.” These are apparently sold 
to old, retired garage men who 
can spend the rest of their life 
happily tinkering with the motor. 

I am a man who cannot screw 
a bulb into a lamp, but I know 
my own price field and you 
never catch me loitering out 
among the cars that can go with 
out the aid of a tow truck. 

Indeed, when I whispered my 
desires and my financial capa- 
bilities to one fellow named Al 
he gave me a withering look and 
said, “You don’t want a car. You 
want a transportation.” He now 
has me interested in something 
special that was dirven on blocks 
by an elderly mechanic,

The rigid duck hunting regulations 
of 1947 may be relaxed this year, 
director Albert M. Day of the 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, said yesterday, 

Initial reports from a federal 
waterfowl census made in Janue 
ary indicate that a three-year de- 
cline in the duck population has 
been halted, he said. 

If other factors, such as breeding 
conditions in Canada, were favor- 
able the bag limit might be raised 
or the season lengthened. 

Day described the present wild- 
fowl situation as “very encourag- 
ing” but warned against optimism 
on the long-range duck situation.

Nurses’ and Doctors’ Community Service of Edmonton. For- 
merly Nurses’ Registray, this worthwhile enterprise is in 
charge of Mrs. M. A. MacKay, a graduate of the Royal Alexan- 
dra hospital, who has been the guiding light in this work for 
the past eight years. Mrs. MacKay had the registry at her 
home before it was expanded and moved to the Churchill 
building the first of the year. +
